Camping in India 


Jackson

The cold season is the only time 
of the y ear wh+yi we can Hive in tents. 
D uring the h* t season 
it is simply 
impossible to do so on account of the 
heat and in th ' rainy season it 
is 
also impossible on account of 
the 
rain wbich come* down in to rre n ts 
and floods everything. 
The cold se a ­ 
son begins (officially) on October 15 
and continues up until the 15th of 
F ebruary, four months. 
One would 
be happy to be able to go out 
on 
to u r as soon as the rains stop, h u t 
this is impossible as th e earth is so 
dam p, having received up to 
54 in. 
of 
rain 
during 
the rainy Season. 
Therefore, it takes a good month be- 
fore (the ground is free from dam p- 
ru ss. 
T aking this all 
into consid- 
eration, w ise people to not thinly of 
going out on tour until about middle 
of November. 
At this tirrte tents 
can be put up here and there. When 
touring th ere is another th in g to be 
taken ilnlto consideration, namely, the 
flooded stream s and rivers. 
Some of 
thi* rivers have been so flooded 
th at 
they are not passable until Ja n u a ry 
and even later. 
If the river has be­ 
come a s low th a t the w ater oomes up 
to the hubs of the wheels 
of 
the 
tonga (a two wheeled vehicle) then 
it is quite safe to cross. 
B aitalpur 
District is surrounde«! by several riv­ 
ers, hence touring is som ew hat dif- 
:*u!*t in this part of our mission field. 


There are several good roads in 
our d istrict atal one can easily 
use 
¡he auto on them , but most of the 
touring in th e country nvust be done 
with the tonga, for with it one can 
ford th. rivers and cross th e 
field 
f oads. 


I have ibeen 
camping recently at 
a village called Datrengti, 
some five 
mil» s air distance 
from 
Baitalpur. 
There Were three ways 'by which the 
cam p could tx- reached. 
The 
first 
was by going straight across 
over 
the field road and then* crossing 
the 
Sheonath Riven* 
and again crossing 
over the field roads. 
The second way 
was by g>ing per the B hatapara road 
some 14 males trip, and the 
(third 
was via the 
Hand 
C h at-R h atap ara 
roads some 20 miles and then cross­ 
ing over the field 
road 
for 
some 
four o r five miles. 
The first road 
was taken by th«* cartm en who took 
the tents, etc., on ahead. 
The te n ts 
and our belongings which are pack­ 
et! in lx>xes w ere carted by tw o carts 
>n account of having to cross 
the 
river. 
Perhaps i t would interesit the 
reader to know* w hat we take along 
on such trips. 
Many (boxes ari.* need­ 
ed and a chair (folding) and a table 
(folding) 
and a wash »basin, 
etc., 
are also taken. 
One (box contains lin­ 
en and w earing apparel, one 
box 
contains provisions, for one cannot 
gt»t such things except 
on 
bazaar 
days w*hieh only occur but once 
a 
w .ek in some villages and in some 
not at all. 
Then one box contains 
medicines, for 0*00 m eets all kinds of 
people afflict»»! with »liseases, 
sores, 
fever, colds, etc., and »by giving thvm 
a simple remedy one makes friends 
with them. 
One 'box contains 
N. T. 
portions, tracts an«l Indian Christian 
ohajans (songs), S. S. picture cards 
and S. S. 
picture 
rolls. 
Then 
a 
large bedding roll is taken which con­ 
tains a pillow, blankets, pillow cases, 
sh»*t s ami a m attress for the fold­ 
ing cot. 
A nother box contains 
the 
cooking vessels. 
Then another box 
contains grain for th e oxen and 
oil 
for the lant rns 
and 
trther 
useful 
things such as a pick ax, etc. 
So 
y»>u see what a larg e unm-ber of box­ 
es one has to take along and 
how 
heavy the load can become. «If, how­ 
ever, -the w ater ibuffaloes and 
the 
carts are both stro n g and no river 
has to be crossed, it all can be ta k ­ 
en in one load. 
But, when crossing 
a river whose 
bed 
is samlly two 
carts must be taken. 
The second w*ay w as m ost 
advise- 
alble for th» tonga but, as the river 
bridge was in rep air at this 
time 
it was impassable 
and 
we couldn’t 
cross it at this time. 
T h e re a ft.r, the 
i ound-ab mt-road p er auto was tak- 
»»n by nit* and my Biblewomen. The 
first 20 miles of th e drive was over 
a good road and it was very agree- 
aible, but the last 
5 m i l s over 
a 
Country road was very -bad and un- 
pl«*asant. 
By the grace of God, how­ 
ever, we all reached o u r destination 
safely. 
It was a very unique 
spot 
indeed 
our cam ping place—and nov­ 
el* in tho years in India have I found 
such 
a 
beautiful 
place to camp. 
Palms could be seen everywhere and 
the village nmd 
a most inviting ap- 
♦xaianee as th«* houses were so well 
made. 
Many were ma«le of stone and 
the village was a very clean one in­ 
deed. 
The people were friendly also 
and we found ready listeners every­ 
where. 
The 
most unhappy experi 
net* however, 
during 
the cam ping 
days, was the difficulty to get wood 
for cooking and milk. 
The ketwal, 
(governm ent police officer) who 
is 
supposed to h« Ip a stra n g e r to 
get 
these things, cam e to the tent the 
first day but all he w anted to know 
was whether he would get a -tip. It 
is custom ary to give such a man 
a 


tip if h e helps 
one 
and 
provide.4 
everything 
necessary 
(of 
course 
paying him for the sam e). 
This and 
therefore caused us no little trouble 
and concern. 
As we sa t on the veranda of the 
tent we could see the sttvple of our 
B aitalpur church and it was indt*cd 
a p retty sig h t 
to 
(behold in 
this 
heathen land. 
iSix villages could be reached from 
th is cam ping place and the Biblewo­ 
men *and I reached as m any |xx>ple 
of th e se villag«is 
as 
was -possible. 
M any of th e people would pass the 
te n t early in the morn’ing as 
thJt\se 
villagers 
take 
th e ir 
products 
to 
Bha'tapaia, which is a large grow ing 
city. 
Many stopped on their return 
a t the te n t an d s a t and listened 
to 
the word o f God. 
While o u t 011 to u r it is very im­ 
portant to always have go<xl d rin k ­ 
ing water. 
There were tw o 
tanks 
in which the people 
bathe and 
in 
which they also bathe th e ir anim als 
and iso of course »this w ater was not 
fit to the used for drinking and cook­ 
ing purposes. 
F o rtu n a tely th e re was 
a natural sprang some distance aw ay 
(not quite a m ile aw ay) and it was 
from this 
spring 
w ate r 
that 
we 
drank. 
* 
Sunday in cam p w as an interest­ 
ing day. 
I had a guest, Miss Lydia 
A. Kies from Raipur, who spent the 
day with me and it certainly was 
enjoyable indeed. 
W e 
do 
not 
go 
about on w eek days and givt* out the 
gospel, as we have services at 
the 
tent. 
We had a m orning 
worship 
and another one in the afternoon. 
The rest of the day was spent in 
quietness and (occasionally a visitor 
cam e to the te n t an d talked to 
us. 
Everyone who 
comes »to the 
tent 
hears someth/ing even if only a short 
m essage referrin g to the dvar 
Lord 
whom wt* represent. 
In the after- 
n *< n service was w»*ll a t ended as I 
had invited m any 
to 
the tvnt 
to 
hear the victrola. 
A crowd of men, 
women, boys and girls gathered and 
it was indeed «interesting to see their 
eag er faces. 
Many had never seen 
nor heard a victr«>la in their !iv»*s. 
Various s« b e t ions w ere given 
them 
and it certainly was interesting to see 
the little boys get quite excited over 
the baja (victrola). 
Some 
secular 
pieces w ere played first and then the 
Indian C hristian songs were

them. A fter playing several «>f thv se, 
Elizabeth, the oldest Biblewoman in

'Camping in the m idst of heathen­ 
dom is quite a different thing from 
living in a Christian com m unity.

a physiological function in carrying 
fruiting material from the leaves to 
the seed.

(Statistics show that the average car 
travels about 8000 miles per annum). 
Cost per mile must include interest 
on the .»juipment, licenses, taxes, in­ 
surance, depreciation, garaging, gas­ 
oline, lubricants, tires, repairs 
and 
replacements, 
and 
drivers salaries. 
Failure to include 
all these factors 
has caused many car owners to 
un 
derestimate their cost per mile. 
Evidence is accumulating to show 
with considerable 
certainty that 
paving of more than 2 ,-a cents

dirt roads to hard surfaced

However, inste d of breaking down, the transportation machine composed of the 
railroads lu.s fought « r.c of the greatest ujvhill fights in history with the result 
that throughout last year the public was provided with adequate and dependable 
serv ice in moving the largest volume of business ever before transported by the 
railroads of the country.
